(EFE).- Estudiantes universita- 
rios, descontentos ante los 
recortes a la educación imple- 
mentados por el gobernador 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, han 
iniciado movilizaciones para 
defender lo que consideran es 
su derecho a una educación 
accesible en instituciones pú- 
blicas. 

Estudiantes en el estado 
protestan el alza a las tarifas, el 
recorte a los servicios de exten- 
sión universitaria y consejería, 
además de la eliminación de 
cursos que en algunos casos les 


han forzado a retrasar las fechas 
de graduación.. 

La posición del gobierno 
estatal, de acuerdo con el voce- 
ro del Departamento de Finan- 
zas, H.D. Palmer, es que pese a 

‘los esfuerzos del gobernador 
para evitar los recortes en el 
área educativa, estos correspon- 
den con los que se han tomado 
en todas las áreas del gobierno. 

Descontentos con las me- 
didas, cientos de estudiantes 
procedentes de siete sistemas 
locales de colegios comunita- 
rios y universidades públicas 
organizaron una marcha el lu- 
nes pasado en San Diego, que 


culminó frente a la oficina del 
gobernador en el centro de la 
ciudad. 

Otras marchas fueron 
efectuadas en Los Ángeles y 
San Francisco, mientras líderes 
de organizaciones escolares han 
organizado una manifestación 
mayor para el próximo 18 de 
mayo. 

Los estudiantes coincidie- 
ron en afirmar que su educación 
no debería ser afectada por la 
mala situación financiera del 
estado, que presenta un déficit 
este año de al menos 14 millo- 
nes de dólares.

Violent crimes against women on the rise

Statistics in all categories 
of violent crimes in the state 
have been steadily lowering 
with the exception of violence 
against women. Rape, domes- 
tic violence, assault, and other 
vicious crimes against girls 
and women have been on a 
steady rise. 

For every parent, it is a 
nightmare to know that one in 
every three young women will 
be molested or raped before the 
age of eighteen. Those statis- 
tics represent our daughters, 
our wives, and our mothers. 
One in six boys will be mo- 
lested or raped before the age 
of eighteen. 

According to police au- 
thorities, sexual harassment 
and violence against girls has

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jumped 14% in local schools 
since February of 2003. By ne- 
cessity, females and young boys 
must learn to think and act in a 
proactive way against the never 
relenting onslaught of potential 
abuse - in public, at school, at 
work, and in the home. Unfortu- 
nately, the *prey-mentality” ap- 
proach to empowering our chil- 
dren against crimes of violence 
hasn’t been reflected with posi- 
tive statistical results.

La vocera para la oficina 
del canciller de los Colegios 
Comunitarios de California, 
Cheryl Fong, dijo a EFE que el 
papel de los colegios comuni- 
tarios es mantener el acceso a 
la educación superior, especial- 
mente para estudiantes de bajos 
ingresos y aquellos no tradicio- 
nales. 

Debido a los recortes pre- 
supuestales, cl sistema de la 
Universidad de California (UC) 
redujo en 3.368 estudiantes, 
cerca del siete por ciento, el 
número de los admitidos para 
el próximo año escolar. 

Pese a que en los dos últi- 
mos años las cuotas para estu- 
diantes de licenciatura en los 
campus de UC y de la Univer- 
sidad Estatal de California se 
han indrementado en un 40 por 
ciento, se ha programado un au- 
mento de un 10 por ciento adi- 
cional para el próximo año. 

En el caso de los colegios 
comunitarios, debido a los re- 
cortes estatales el año pasado 
se aumentó de 11 a 18 dólares 
por unidad, lo que se considera 
que ha causado la baja de hasta 
175.000 estudiantes, y para el 
año próximo el aumento pro- 
gramado alcanzará el nivel de 
26 dólares por unidad.

The San Jose City Council recently voted to name the new 
branch library on Tully Road, the “Tully Community Branch 
Library.” The City’s library commission had previously recom- 
mended that the new facility be called the “Tully-New Saigon 
Branch Libraty.” 

A review of a recent city memo released by Councilman 
Gregory's office (District 7), and approved by Mayor Gonzales 
sheds further light on the process by which the new library found 
its new name. 

In December 2003, city Staffigad reconimended that the new 
branch library being built on Tully Road be named. the “Tully 
Branch Library.” After receiving input from city residents and 
hearing public testimony on alternative names, the library com- 
mission voted 6-2 to recommend to the city council that the new 
library be named, the “Tully-New Saigon Branch Library.” 

“The naming of this new library has generated a great deal 
of interest and many opinions, pro and con, within the 
community...I have also heard that what’s best for all of Dis- 
trict 7 is that the name of the new library be one that honors our 
entire community and reflects the geographic location of the 
library instead of focusing on any specific group within the com- 
munity.” (April 19, 2004 city memo) 

In the end, the Gregory-Gonzales memo called for the new 
library to be named the “Fully Community Branch Library.” 

One of the arguments of support cited in the Gregory-

Annan excluye que ONU tome 
control de seguridad en Irak 


Naciones Unidas, (EFE).- El 
secretario general de la ONU, 
Kofi Annan, excluyó el pasado 
miércoles que la organización 
vaya a hacerse cargo de la segu- 
ridad en Irak y apuntó que el fin 
de la ocupación contribuirá a 
reducir la violencia, aunque no la 
eliminará totalmente. 

El tema de seguridad es uno 
de los que serán tratados en la 
nueva resolución sobre Irak que 
el Consejo de Seguridad espera 
adoptar antes del traspaso del 
poder, explicó el diplomático en 
una rueda de prensa celebrada en 
Nueva York. 

En su opinión, no habrá una 
fuerza de mantenimiento de la paz 
en Irak, sino una fuerza multi- 
nacional con la que la ONU tendrá 
que trabajar “lado a lado” y coor- 
dinarse, una tarea que advirtió 
“será compleja”. 

Por otra parte, se mostró de 
acuerdo con su asesor especial, 
Lajdar Brahimi, en que “la vio- 
lencia militar por un poder ocu- 
pante contra los habitantes de un 
país ocupado sólo hará empeorar 
las cosas”, 

Annan hacía alusión a la 
situación en la que se encuentran 
las ciudades de Nayaf y Faluya, 
donde esta semana se registraron

violentos combates y actualmente 
persiste la tensión. 

Según dijo, ha recibido un 
llamamiento de un comité de 
Faluya para que la ONU inter- 
venga, pero es difícil en la medida 
en que la organización no está 
sobre el terreno y que ha hablado 
a las autoridades estadunidenses 
sobre la necesidad de cautela y de 
evitar una confrontación violenta. 

Además, dejó claro que “una 
intervención física sobre el te- 
rreno (en Irak) va más allá de 
nuestros medios”. 

Annan agregó que “cuanto 


más se perciba a los ocupantes 
dando pasos que dañan a los civi- 
les y la población, más crecerán 
las filas de la resistencia” y, aun- 
que reconoció que es una “situa- 
ción muy difícil”, estimó que se 
debe hacer lo posible para que no 
empeore. 

En su opinión, “es hora de 
que los que prefieren moderación 
y diálogo hagan oír sus voces”. 

Annan, quien comentaba la 
situación un día después de que 
Brahimi expusiera ante el Consejo

San Francisco, (EFE).- Entre 
las multitudes que se manifestaron 
el domingo pasado para frenar lo 
que las feministas califican de

encontraban miles de hispanas que 
reivindican el derecho, no ya al 
aborto, sino a la libre elección. 

Cientos de miles de personas 
(un millón, según los organizado- 
res) salieron a la calle el domingo 
pasado en Washington D.C. para 
defender la legalidad del aborto y 
criticar la política del Presidente 
George W. Bush al respecto. 

La marcha, convocada por 
unas 1,400 organizaciones de todo 
el país, aglutinó a hombres y muje- 
res de todos los grupos sociales. 

Entre ellos se encontraban las 
latinas que, aunque en muchos 
casos no están a favor del aborto, 
creen que son las mujeres, y no los 
políticos, los que han de tomar las 
decisiones sobre su reproducción. 

De esta opinión es Paula Suá- 
rez, una residente en Cupertino 
(California) que señala que, de re- 
sidir en la costa Atlántica del país, 
habría acudido a la manifestación 
a pesar de estar en contra del abor- 
to, una medida a la que, según dijo, 
nunca acudiría.

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- Underpass opens at Mineta San José Airport 


Airport Boulevard traffic to route under 
Skyport Drive for improved traffic flow 


San José, Calif. — Mineta 
San José International Airport 
completes another traffic im- 
provement milestone with the 
opening of a new underpass rout- 
ing on Tuesday, April 27. The un- 
derpass will route Airport Bou- 
levard traffic under Skyport 
Drive. 

The change will move the 
Airport Boulevard roadway from 
the current detour west of the 
Skyport Bridge onto its perma- 
nent location and will allow con- 
struction to proceed on the en- 
trance and exit ramps over Air- 
port Boulevard. This is part of 
the phased opening of Skyport 
Drive/Airport Boulevard Inter- 
change. 

When the project is complete 
next month, traffic exiting the air- 
port will head east over the new 
underpass to southbound Route 
87 or directly to Skyport Drive. 

The $17.9 million dollar 
Skyport Drive underpass consists 
of a multi-lane, below-ground 
level roadway that is 1100 feet 
long and features reinforced con- 
crete ramps connecting Airport 
Boulevard to the existing Skyport 


Drive bridge over the Guadalupe 
River. 

Construction began on the 
Airport Boulevard at Skyport 
Drive grade separation in March 
2003 with the completion of the 
One Way Loop roadway that cre- 
ated a one-way traffic flow 
around the Airport. The project 
also eliminated traffic signals at 
Airport Parkway and Skyport 
Drive, relieving congestion at 
those two intersections.

Latinas Contra Cai 
Día de Las Madre

La lucha no ha desaparecido. 
Desde marzo de 2001, el líder 
sindical, Roger Rivera de UFWC 
Local 428, viene efectuando las 
protestas junto a exempleados de 
los Super Mercados Mi Pueblo en 
San José. En las últimas fechas, el 
sindicato de trabajadores ha 
logrado importante batallas como 
fue el pago de $248.000 dólares a 
88 empleados por no haber reci- 
bido sus horas de tiempo y medio 
en sus cheques, demanda que fue 
investigada a nivel federal. 

Otro ejemplo fue la indemni- 
zación de casi 20 mil dólares a Án- 
gel Contreras en el 2002, por sus 
horas de tiempo y medio no paga- 
das cuya queja fue a nivel estatal. 
Sin embargo, a pesar de las de- 
mostraciones en las calles Story y 
King y de los esfuerzos de concien- 
tizar al consumidor y al trabajador, 
los abusos y bajos salarios siguen 
siendo el común denominador. 

Ahora le tocó el turno de de- 
mandar y exigir justicia a Linda 
Marilú Tello Alméndarez. Origina- 
ria de Guadajara, Jalisco, llegó ha- 
ce dos años y medio a los Estados 
Unidos con el fin de conocer estas 
tierras. Desempeñó varias labores 
antes de entrar a Mi Pueblo. 
Precisamente fue una de sus dos 
hermanas quien le dijo de ese lugar. 

“Iba a entrar de cajera, pero me 
pusieron de mesera”, señaló la jo- 
ven. Una de sus hermanas le reco- 
mendó que “a los trabajadores de 
ahí les tenía que hacer la barba, 
porque si no te corrían”. Según 
Linda, ella no fue condescendiente 
con ninguno ni andaba preguntan- 
do qué se les ofrecía o necesitaban. 

Esta mexicana entró a laborar 
al Super Mercado Mi Pueblo de 
Story Rd. en septiembre de 2002, 
con un sueldo bajo y sin tomar sus 
10 minutos de descanso que le 
corresponden por ley. Expresó que 
siempre se sintió mucho stress y 
hasta en una ocasión, uno de los 
managers le tocó sus partes trase- 
ras, “porque él dijo que pensó que 
yo me iba a caer”, recordó indig- 
nada. El acoso sexual, aunque leve, 
fue una humillación más que tuvo 
que enfrentar en su experiencia de 


año y medio en Mi Pueblo. 

Ramón Hernández era el ma- 
nager cuando Linda fue despedida 
en enero de 2004. Él le decía que 
fuera a platicar con él a su oficina 
y hasta la invitaba a salir. 

Linda Tello, quien entró reci- 
biendo un sueldo de $6.75 y al salir 
percibía $8.19, dijo que durante el 
2003 se quejó en cinco ocasiones 
de las condiciones de trabajo y aco- 
so en el departamento de Recursos 
Humanos, “la situación cambiaba, 
pero sólo temporalmente”, añadió. 

Esta joven latina metió una 
demanda laboral a Mi Pueblo Ta- 
quería, Inc., al poco tiempo de salir 
del supermecardo por no recibir 
sus horas completas de trabajo. 
Además, ella especificó por escrito 
que laboró 351 días sin tomar los 
descansos reglamentarios y laboró 
gratis por seis días de seis horas 
cada una; una práctica muy común 
en Mi Pueblo que realizan las per- 
sonas que quieren y necesitan un 
trabajo. 

Con la demanda, Linda quiere 
demostrar que “no tengo miedo y 
mi objetivo es que todos se den 
cuenta de lo que es Mi Pueblo. Uno 
no tiene otra opción que estar tra- 
bajando ahí, pero si todos nos unié- 
ramos para ser mejores, para que 
no se aprovechen tanto de nosotros 
y luchemos por nuestros dere- 
chos”, quizás las condiciones y 
sueldos mejorarían. 

Un ejemplo positivo de mejo- 
res condiciones laborales son va- 
rias de las otras grandes cadenas 
de supermercados como Albertson. 
Rivera dijo que en estos super- 
mercados existen muchos trabaja- 
dores de diferentes nacionalidades, 
y el hecho de que gocen de mejores 
sueldos y prestaciones “es porque 
cada tres años luchan por sus 
derechos para mejorar sus con- 
tratos”. En otras palabras, la si- 
tuación en las tiendas de Mi Pueblo 
no cambiarían si los trabajadores 
de los mismos no luchan por sus 
propios derechos. 

En comparación, en Mi Pueblo 
la mayoría de los empleados del 
departamento de carnes perciben 
alrededor de $8.00 la hora, y en 
Safeway, Safe Mart y Albertson 


entre $17 y $18 dólares la hora o 
hasta más, según la experiencia y 
antigtiedad. 

La raz6n principal porque mu- 
chos empleados siguen laborando 
bajo condiciones de trabajos injus- 
tos y sueldo paupérrimos, es la ne- 
cesidad de tener un trabajo seguro. 
Se sabe que muchas personas han 
laborado gratis hasta una semana 
para obtener un trabajo, la mayoria 
de ellos son inmigrantes mexicanos 
recién llegados que desconocen sus 
derechos y que aún teniendo con- 
ciencia de ello, la amenaza de ser 
reportados con inimigración o 
perder el trabajo, los obliga a con- 
tinuar laborando en silencio. 

La falta de existencia de una 
unión laboral es uno de los dere- 
chos básicos del trabajador, la cual 
les daría el apoyo y las armas para 
exigir mejores condiciones labo- 
rales, sueldos y acceso a un seguro 
médico. Varios trabajadores han te- 
nido la necesidad de ir al doctor, 
sólo para encontrarse de que tienen 
que pagar grandes cuentas después 
de tener que esperar seis meses pa- 
ra hacer uso de la cobertura mé- 
dica. 

Ventas millonarias 

Según información propor- 
cionada por el líder sindical Roger 
Rivera, las ventas de todas las tien- 
das juntas de Mi Pueblo hacen en 
promedio un millón y medio de 
dólares a la semana. 

“*Mi Pueblo es primer clase de 
tienda en términos de edificios 
nuevos o restaurados, limpieza del 
lugar, productos frescos, pero lo 
malo son las condiciones laborales 
de los que están ahí”, añadió 
Rivera. 

Hace dos años, Mi Pueblo 
recibió un dinero de la ciudad de 
San José para remodelar la tienda 
que está ubicada en la Story y 
King. Aunque el edificio y los em- 
pleados lucen mejores, las pre- 
siones y condiciones de trabajo son 
las mismas, los mismos sueldos y 
humillaciones al trabajador latino. 

Cabe mencionar que a pesar de 
los esfuerzos de la concejal Nora 
Campos, del asambleísta Manny 
Díaz y hasta de un sacerdote, en 
donde le solicitan a Juvenal Chá- 
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vez de que se reuna con el sindicato 
de trabajadores, éste no ha acce- 
dido a entrevistarse. 

Desde que empezaron las 
protestas de UFWC Local 428, Mi 
Pueblo comenzó a pagar algunos 
días festivos en el 2003. Sin em- 
bargo, aún falta mucho por hacer 
en el plan médico, pensión y otras 
condiciones laborales, como res- 
petar la antigtiedad y dar proceso a 
los agravios de los trabajadores. 

Los casos de personas como 
Joel Álvarez que no sabían realizar

Death covered with red, white and blue, not acceptable

The pentagon is prohibiting 
images of flag-draped coffins on 
American Media, that is, unless 
they appear in one of the 
President's ad campaigns. 

The press learns a lesson, or 
does it? 

The issue of American soldier 
coffins on TV was once again in 
the news. Specially after the dead- 
liest month in Iraq and a demand 
filed under the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act by a little known 
Internet site. 

The multi-million dollar press 
giants were caught with their pants 
down by a little known organiza- 
tion, Memory Hole, 
thememoryhole.org, which re- 
minded them of what can be done 
to protect the public.

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A Judge’s view: Reforming California’s 
troubled juvenile justice system 


Editor’s Note: The brutal, 
videotaped beating of a young 
man in a California Youth Au- 
thority prison sparked outrage 
nationwide. But efforts to “re- 
form” juvenile justice are 
doomed to failure, writes PNS 
contributor Judge Leonard 
Edwards, if they stick to a 19th 
century model of large youth 
lockups. Congregate care, writes 
Judge Edwards, makes juvenile 
offenders far worse. Judge 
Edwards is a Superior Court 
Judge in Santa Clara County. He 
was named Jurist of the Year by 
the California Judicial Council 
for 2004.

San José, CA— No one 
could watch the recently re- 
leased videotaped beating of a 
youth in the “care” of the Cali- 
fornia Youth Authority without 
revulsion. The beating, follow- 
ing a rash of highly publicized 
scandals plaguing California’s 
juvenile justice system — from 
suicides to reports of youths be- 
ing held in cages — is prompt- 
ing citizens and policy makers 
nationwide to ask what suddenly 
went wrong and what can be 
done to reform juvenile institu- 
tions. 

Unfortunately, these are the 
wrong questions. The history of 
large, prison-like institutions for 
young people is a cyclical one 
in which the merry-go-round of 
abuse, public scandal, outraged 
cries for reform, temporary 
calm, entropy and abuse circles 
around every few years. Look- 
ing for ways to build a better 
mousetrap by reforming this 
19th century model of juvenile 
prisons will only lead to ‘more 
frustrated policy makers, angry 
citizens and abused young 
people. 

That’s because, after more 
than 30 years of experience in 
juvenile justice, it is my conclu- 
sion that these large, youth lock- 
ups don’t work and can’t be 
fixed. Congregate care for kids 
makes them worse, not better. 

Obviously, some young 
law-violators need to be held in 
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locked custody for our protec- 


- tion and theirs. But we lock up 


too many youth in California and 
other states, and the lock-up is 
making them worse. California 
has the second highest juvenile 
incarceration rate in the country, 
behind only Louisiana, which is 
currently reducing its incarcer- 
ated youth population due to 
similar scandals in its youth pris- 
ons. Moreover, while there will 
always be a need for locked cus- 
tody for certain young people, 
that does not mean that the state 
needs to rely upon large congre- 
gate care facilities in which hun- 
dreds of delinquent youth are 
confined under one, crime-pro- 
ducing roof. 

Fortunately, there is a bet- 
ter way than relying on an out- 
moded, institution-based sys- 
tem. California's leaders need 
only take three decisive steps: 

First, the state needs to sub- 
stantially reduce the number of 
young people it incarcerates to 
a manageable level. About half 
of the youth currently incarcer- 
ated in California could be 
served in rigorous, carefully 
monitored community programs 
where not only is abuse less 
common, but the potential for re- 
habilitation is much greater. 

Second, the governor and 
legislature need to reallocate a 
portion of the Youth Authority’s 
$385 million to help fund the 
creation of a continuum of care 
capable of working with these 
young people in their commu- 
nities. These newly funded pro- 
grams should be rigorous 
enough to maintain public 
safety, and should tap into local 
creativity throughout the state, 
as opposed to relying on a cen- 
tralized state bureaucracy to 
meet the diverse needs of 
California’s youth. For the 
$80,000 per youth per year that 
is NOW spent on incarceration, 
California’s leaders should have 
no problem funding a network 
of proven programs throughout 
the state that can address both 
public safety and rehabilitation. 
Intensive wrap-around service 
programs, for example, have 


proven successful in a number 
of jurisdictions across the coun- 
try. 

One way some counties 
may want to accomplish this is 
through “Re-entry Courts” in 
which a juvenile court judge 
monitors the youths’ progress 
during and after their confine- 
ment, creating more seamless 
oversight of the youths’ move- 
ment through the system. This 
is similar to the highly success- 
ful drug courts where continu- 
ous contact between a client and 
the judge is the hallmark of posi- 
tive outcomes. Re-entry Courts 
are being effectively utilized in 
a number of jurisdictions and 
should be instituted in Califor- 
nia. 

Third, and finally, for the 
2,000 or so youth who will con- 
tinue to need to be held in locked 
custody, state policy makers 
should develop a three-year plan 
to replace all the state’s large in- 
stitutions witH locked facilities 
no larger than 40 beds and no 
further than two hours” drive 
from the youths” homes, prefer- 
ably closer. After Attorney Gen- 
eral John Ashcroft's home state 
of Missouri closed all of its large 
institutions and moved its youth 
into small, home-like rehabilita- 
tive facilities, re-offense rates 
among its delinquent youth 
population plummeted, as did 
complaints about abuse. 

After a series of expert re- 
ports were released chronicling 
the Youth Authority’s scandal- 
ous conditions, Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger was right to im- 
mediately empanel a task force 
to examine the system's prob- 
lems and come up with solu- 
tions. That committee, the gov- 
ernor, and the legislature now 
need to act forcefully, not just to 
rearrange the deck chairs on a 
sinking ship, but to build Cali- 
fornia the kind of juvenile jus- 
tice system it deserves. Gover- 
nors across the country who seek 
more compassionate and effec- 
tive juvenile justice must also act 
now, before the next scandal 
comes from within the walls of 
their own youth prisons.s=

Some Hispanic women who 
oppose abortion still favor choice

San Francisco, (EFE).- 
Among the masses of people who 
protested Sunday to stop what 
feminists called the “war against 
women” were many Hispanic 
women who, while opposed to 
abortion, support freedom of 
choice. 

A crowd estimated at 500,000 
or more took to the streets Sunday 
in Washington to defend the legal- 
ity of abortion and to criticize at- 
tempts to restrict it. 

The march, supported by more 
than 1,400 organizations from 
across the country, drew together 
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men and women from all kinds of 
social groups. 

Among them was a group of 
Latino women who, although in 
many cases they are not in favor 
of abortion, believe that women 
and not politicians are those who 
must make reproductive decisions. 

This position was shared by 
Paula Suarez, a resident of 
Cupertino, California, who said 
that if she lived on the Atlantic 
Coast she would have gone to the 
protest in Washington despite the 
fact that she is against abortion, an 
option she told EFE she would per- 
sonally never consider. 

Suarez, who believes that the 
woman considering abortion is the 
one who should have the last word, 
represents what appears to be a 
growing change among Latin 
American women and their de- 
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scendents who have grown up in 
countries where abortion is illegal 
and under the belief that the prac- 
tice is a sin. 

The leaders of the National 
Latino Institute for Reproductive 
Health, one of the organizations 
that participated in Sunday's 
march, mobilized Hispanic women 
from across the country under the 
premise that they would not only 
march in favor of abortion but also 
for many other issues including 
health insurance, better access to 
family planning methods and bet- 
ter prenatal care. 

“They aren't going to go to a 
demonstration on abortion, but 
they will go to one in favor of us 
taking control of our lives.” 
Lorraine Cortes- Vasquez, the 
president of the Hispanic Federa- 
tion said.<=

Children from families with 
incomes up to 300 percent of the 
federal poverty level who do not 
have health insurance from an em- 
ployer are eligible to be in one of 
their programs. 

Health insurance for all chil- 
dren, regardless of citizenship 
status 

Depending on age, family in- 
come and citizenship status, a child 
may be eligible for Medi-Cal, 
Healthy Families or Healthy Kids. 

Healthy Kids was created in 
2001 by the Children’s Health Ini- 
tiative (CHI), and by a group of 
county government, health, labor 
and community-based organiza- 
tions that included People Acting 
in Community Together (P.A.C.T.), 
Working Partnerships USA and 
Santa Clara Family Health Plan. 

Healthy Kids provides medi- 
cal, dental and vision coverage to 
children 18 years of age or 
younger, regardless of immigration 
status, who live in Santa Clara 
County, who do not qualify for 
Medi-Cal or Healthy Families, 
who are not currently covered by 
health insurance and whose house- 
hold income is within Healthy Kids 
guidelines.

(EFE).- La preocupación y el 
gusto por la decoración de los 
hogares es una moda relativamente 
reciente.

Talking with Brandon Victor Dixon, who plays 
the role of Simba (the Prince Lion) in “The Lion 
King” shown at the Orpheum Theatre in San Fran- 
cisco, made me realize that to impersonate an ani- 
mal is not easy for an actor. When he first got the 
part, it was very difficult for him. He describes the 
experience as “the most difficut, hardest thing I have 
done in my whole life.” 

In an exclusive interview with La Oferta, Bran- 


don speaks candidly about what acting is to him and 
the years of study it took him to learn to play a lion. 
Without trying to sound grandiose; he says in his 
well-modulated, deep voice, “Acting is the most 
natural and honest expression of everything that is 
inside of me. I always knew I wanted to be an actor 
since the moment I entered this Earth. And even 
when I studied accounting, I knew that I was going 
to perform.” 

His dream may have been shaped by the fact 
that the private school he attended in Maryland, 
where he was born and raised, he had a music class 
everyday. 

“Christ Episcopal Elementary School presented 
three musicals a year and everybody in the school 
had to be in the show.” He adds, “It was discovered 
very early that I could sing so I was given solos in 


.the chorus. As I look at my experience, my music 


teacher, Bert Worth, was one of the most important 
people in my life. 1 wouldn't say that she was the 
one that shaped my career, but in the early stages 
she was the one who got me started and instilled in 
me the confidence in my abilities.” 

He adds, “She was responsible for my begin- 
ning. She not only encouraged me, but gave me the 
parts in the shows. As I got older, I discovered that 
acting was something that I enjoyed” 

Brandon started in musical theater at St. Alvin’s 
High School in Washington D.C. and majored in 
Theater Arts in college in New York City. There he 
was influenced by Frankie Tacker, who he calls his 
mentor because she tutored him. What made him 
pursue his career seriously, however, was the fact 
that in his senior year in high school he won two 
national scholarship competitions including the first 
prize as an actor/singer from the National Founda- 
tion for the Advancement of the Arts. He did not 
graduate from college because he took his last se- 
mester off to become Simba in “The Lion King.” 

Getting the part has a long story behind it. “I

got a manager when I was in high school,” and he 
got me an audition in “The Lion King.” He says, “A 
month or two later, ] was asked to take a master 
class for the show. They gave us (about 12 students) 
lessons in South African history, dialects and move- 
ments. A year later, they called me again and asked 
me if I had improved. I went back and performed 
for the casting director again.” 

He continues, “The material was difficult. The 
songs had many high notes. This time they asked 
me to come back in two months to meet with the 
creative team of the show. At this point they wanted 
me to be in the ensemble and understudy the role. I 
came back in August and I met the creative team. 
The first time it was awful. They told me to come 
back the next day, and this time it was beautiful. They 
asked me to play Simba. I was given a list of things 
to work on and asked to come back in October. I 
spent two months taking dance classes, yoga, and 
working on the songs.” 

“When I returned, I sang in front of 25 people. | 
did scenes. They put the mask (of the lion) on my 
head, and | did the movements. A week later they

called me and told me I got it. The whole journey 
took about two years.” 

Brandon was not a dancer so he had to prepare 
his body for the movements, running four miles a 
day and taking yoga lessons. He also had to take a 
lot of movement exercises and figure out how to con- 
vey the dynamics of being a lion. He needed to 
change his body to prowl, not to walk, and to “feel” 
and “sense” his environment. 

He says, “When I entered into this show, the 
movements were not flowing. It was as if the one 
thing I always relied in my life wasn’t there when I 
needed it the most. I didn’t know how I was going 
to make it through. For the first time in my life, I felt 
lost. Yet I knew that the main theme in the show 
was‘ the circle of life’, so 1 remembered the lines | 
sang (as Simba). I know that the night must end and 
‘that the sun will rise’. That phrase is what keeps 
Simba going; it kept me going too -the knowledge 
that the night would end and the sun would rise 
again.”

revives scandals in Mexico 


Mexico City (EFE).- The 
fast deportation back to Mexico 
from Cuba of a wealthy Argen- 
tine-born local developer impli- 
cated in shady deals is expected 
to set to wriggling the canned 
worms of scandal swirling 
around the municipal administra- 
tion of Mexico's most popular 
politician. 

The arrival of businessman 
Carlos Ahumada, deported late 
Wednesday from Cuba and alleg- 
edly involved in several cases of 
political corruption, rekindled 
the dispute between the admin- 
istration of President Vicente Fox 
and of Mexico City Mayor 
Andres Manuel Lopez Obrador, 
of the leftist opposition Party of 
the Democratic Revolution. 

Earlier this year, Carlos 
Ahumada appeared in videos in 
which he could be seen giving 
money to several political asso- 
ciates of the mayor, who despite 
the scandal remains favored to 
win the country’s 2006 presiden- 
tial election, according to a re- 
cent poll. 

A communique from Ha- 
vana indicated that Ahumada had 
claimed the release of the videos 
“was deliberately calculated to 
accomplish political objectives 
and planned months in advance.” 

Early Wednesday, Cuba, sur- 
prisingly announced its decision 
to deport the businessman, not- 
ing that Ahumada had no charges 
pending against him on the is- 
land. 

It had been expected that de- 
portation or extradition proceed- 
ings would take at least several 
months, if not years.

The Cuban Foreign Ministry 
said it did not wish to get mixed 
up in a situation in which they 
had been “wrongfully” involved. 

But before the deportation 
was carried out, the Cuban For- 
eign Ministry made its statement 
that was interpreted here as sup- 
porting the claims by Lopez 
Obrador, a leftist, that he is the 
object of a political plot. 

The controversial business- 
man was returned to Mexico and 
handed over to the Attorney 
General's Office (PGR), but not 
without some snags.

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Ahumada into custody, but was 
not authorized to be present for 
the businessman’s preliminary 
medical examinations. 

At that time, there were ru- 
mors that Ahumada had asked to 
be sent to a hospital, not a prison, 
because he was suffering the 
symptoms of what might have 
been a heart attack. 

Ahumada, who heads the 
construction firm Grupo Quart, 
is not eligible for bail and has 
been charged with defrauding the 
Mexico City government, con- 
trolled by the PRD. 

Last week, Lopez Obrador 
repeated charges that the federal 
government and former Presi- 
dent Carlos Salinas were behind 
the airing of videos showing 
some of his political associates 
in a compromising light. 

The mayor says he had no 
ties whatsoever to Ahumada. 

Lopez Obrador said several 
federal institutions manipulated 
in a partisan way information 
from the investigation into the 
corruption of former Mexico 
City Finance Secretary Gustavo 
Ponce. 

Ponce, seen in a video gam- 
bling away millions of dollars in 
Las Vegas, has ties with Ahu- 
mada, who allegedly bribed 
former Mexico City legislative 
assembly president Rene Beja- 
rano and other Lopez Obrador as- 
sociates.s>

classes and training for all ages. 

Linda J. LeZotte, District 1 
councilwoman for the City of San 
José, highly recommends that ev- 
ery woman take a self-defense 
course at least once in her life. 
LeZotte completed a course two 
years ago “because my best friend 
was raped and the trauma of it was 
terrible... So, to encourage her to 
take a self-defense course and 
hopefully feel more empowered, I 
took it with her.” 

More than 900 rapes were re- 
ported to the Rape Crisis -hotline 
last year in the City of San José, of 
which only 528 rapes were re- 
ported to police authorities. These 
are of the rape crimes that were 
reported, of which authorities be- 
lieve to be the ‘tip of the iceberg.’ 
Researchers estimate that as few as 
one in ten cases is reported to au- 
thorities. Only 2% of rapists are 
convicted and imprisoned in the 
United States. 


Personal safety plan 

Being aware of your surround- 
ings at all times and avoiding ob- 
viously dangerous situations are 
paramount to developing a per- 
sonal safety plan. If you sense dan- 
ger or something “odd,” trust your 
instincts and get away. 

Consider your weekly routine 
and that of your children: using the 
ATM, walking to school, using a 
public restroom or entering an el- 
evator. Ask yourself, “What would 
I do if...?” Considering these pre- 
cautions and discussing them regu- 
larly with young children will help 
greatly to eliminate delay during 
any suspicious or dangerous cir- 
cumstance. 

According to Tamara Davis, 
specialist with the San José Police 
Department Crime Prevention 
Unit, statistical forecasts indicate 
that most people will become vic- 
tims of personal crime sometime 
in their lives: in a parking lot, walk- 


ing down the street, or simply by 
answering the front door of the 
house. 

The single most enabling fac- 
tor to an assault is “opportunity.” 
An attacker targets individuals they 
estimate most likely present the 
chance of success. The SJPD 
Crime Prevention Unit has devel- 
oped a personal safety presentation 
that it makes available to individu- 
als and interested groups. It can be 
tailored for the. very young to un- 
derstand, such as in pre-school or 
elementary school settings, as well 
as for employees in the workplace 
and groups with community orga- 
nizations.

Aumenta desconfianza por uso de 
urnas electronicas en elecciones

Los Angeles, (EFE).- El uso 
de urnas electrónicas en las 
próximas elecciones de noviembre 
sigue a debate por el temor de que 
estas máquinas puedan ser sabo- 
teadas. 

Los votantes de California se 
encuentran divididos en su prefe- 
rencia de la nueva generación de 
urnas electrónicas que permiten el 
sufragio con un solo tacto y elimina 
el antiguo proceso de voto que mu- 
chos calificaban como anticuado y 
confuso. 

Varios condados en el estado 
han comenzado a utilizar este tipo 
de urnas electrónicas en elecciones 
regionales y municipales, bajo el 
argumento de que existe una gran 
posibilidad de que este sistema se 
utilice en las elecciones presiden- 
ciales de noviembre próximo. 

Pero esta creencia es rebatida 
directamente por un panel de con- 
sejeros estatales que han reco- 
mendado la prohibición de estas 
máquinas hasta que su funcio- 
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namiento sea examinado para 
asegurar que la efectividad estas 
urnas no afecte los resultados fi- 
nales. 

La decisión final será tomada 
por el secretario de Estado de Cali- 
fornia, Kevin Shelley y en caso de 
abandonar el plan de usar urnas 
electrónicas, significará una pér- 
dida de millones de dólares por el 
reemplazo de esta tecnología que 
actualmente usa 15,000 urnas 
electrónicas. 

Parte de la recomendación de 
no usar estas máquinas viene 
después de que el panel de conse- 
jeros pusiera en duda la integridad 
de la firma que fabrica estas urnas 
electrónicas. 

Actualmente 14 condados en 
California tienen planeado usar 
esta nueva forma de urnas, pero la 
decisión de Shelley podría cambiar 
todo este proceso, dejando a estos 
condados con poco tiempo y dinero 
para poner en marcha un plan 
alternativo en caso de abandonar 
las urnas electrónicas. 

Varios electores de la zona de 
Santa Ana comentaron a EFE que 
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preferirían usar el modo usual para 
votar en lugar de urnas electró- 
nicas. 

“Para mí el usar esa máquinas 
es muy difícil porque no sé usar 
computadoras y tengo mucho mie- 
do a equivocarme. La última vez 
que usé una máquina para votar salí 
de la urna confusa y sin saber si 
había votado por mi candidato”, 
dijo Randy Morales, residente de 
Santa Ana.s>
